Tt is charged that the
meagsure was the resalt of a deeply lnid
political conspiracy, The names of those
who engineered the scheme are given.

AN IMPORTANT TAX BUIT.

Rallroads May Have to Pay Over $3,000,-
000 to the State.
ISFECIAL TELXGRAM TO THE DISFATOR.1

Harrispore, PA., Febroary 10,—The
Dauphin County Court to-day heard evi-
dence in the case of the Commonwealth ver-
sus the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company,
which, it is claimed, owes the State tax on
capital stock from 1875 to 1887, nmounting
to §744,000. About one half of this amount
is for taxes and the rest for doterest at the
rate of 12 per cent per annum as & penalty
for alleged non-compliance with law.

If the courts shonld sustain the wain con-
tention of the Commonwealth in the Lehigh
Valley case the State would recover nearly
$2,000,000 from various companies sguinst
which settlemenis have been made, The
original claims ted over $5,000,000,
bat the courts have settied on the principle
that the interest of 12 per cent per annum
e by the Btste in its elaim is not
legally collectable, The attention of the
late Auditor General Morris was called to
the alleged delinquency of the Lehigh Val-
ley and other companies by Bulus E. Bhap-
ley, special counsel for the Commonwealth.

Soveral Oyster Boags Sank and Many Lives
Roported Lost.

NorroLE, VA., February 10.—Oyster

BONDS DECLARED FURPEITED,

John Grabam, the Alleged Briber, Falls to
